It  Is  possible  that 
a coniblnation  of  factors  were  Involved  since  ve  have  no  other  , 

corroborating  reports.  Perhaps  you  vltnesaed  a phenomena  referred 
to  as  Sun  Dog's  (see  writings  by  Donald  Mendel,  Director  of 
Harvard  Observatory)  further  compounded  by  eye  strain  due  to  the 
intensity  of  the  11  (even  though  blocking  direct  Sun  light). 

I know  thsT  this  la  not  too  helpfulf^MH^lg^ut  with  the 
Informtion  given  this  is  about  the  best  ve  can  do  tcrward  helping 
you  solve  the  aystery.  Knowing  that  you  are  interested  in  astronocry, 
I would  like  to  reconmend  trap  j^ou  read  Flyln.'jg  Saucers  by  Dr.  ‘•teasel. 
It  is  filled  with  Interesting  cases  aad  provr’des  a great  deal 
of  Infcrmaxlon  on  astrononical  phenenera.
